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Canal treaties' implementation fails

WASHINGTON - The House 
Thursday turned down by a 203-102 
vote legislation Implementing the 
"Panama Canal treaties. 

The action come Just 10 days before 
the treaties, turning the canal over to 
Panama over the course of the next 20 
years, weretotake effect. The vote 
seriously .embarrasses the ad- 
ministration and may cause re- 
percussions In Panama if the legisla- 
tlonlsn't passed by (he Oct. 1 effective 
date deadline. 



Merchant Marine committee" 
chairman John Murphy, D-N.Y., floor 
leader for the Bill, said Ihe House 
immediately would ask for a new 
conference with the Senate lo make 
adjustments in legislation. The 
Senate, which ratified the treaties In 
1977, passed the Implement Ing legis- 
lation earlier Thursday, GO to 35, ' 

Murphy blamed the House's rejec- 
tion of the conference report on 
"strong feelings about what is hap- 
pening In the Caribbean." He cited the 
Soviet brigade stationed In Cuba, the 
revolution In Nlcaraugua. the shaky 



condition of the government In El 
Salvador, and (tic denunciation of the 
United Slates at a recent meeting of 
nonaligned nations In Cuba. 

"They won't tolerate our weak 
foreign policy "and they 're "voting "" 
against the advisability of adopting 
the treatlesof 11.77," Murphy said. 

Itep. George Hansen, R-rdaho, ac- 
cused Panamanian leaders of Joining 
Marxists and Castro to foment revolu- 
tion In Central American, "The Pres- 
ident is faced with what to do about 
Soviet troops in Cuba. Wouldn't a first 
step be to keep the Panama Canal?"

PCB results 
due out today

TWIN FALLS— Tests to determine 
if hogs fed and slaughtered by two 
local firms were contaminated with 
PCB, a cancer causing substance, 
should be completed by the Food and 
Drug Administration in Seattle today. 

— Earlier Ihls'mbnth'UKTFDA-d Iscov^ - 
ered PCB contamination at a poultry 
farm in Franklin. The agency traced 
the contamination to feed purchased 
from the Pierce Packing Co. at 
- Billings, Mont. It was later discovered 
that Pierce also sold feed which may 
have been contaminated to Ambrose 
Farms, Wendell, which sold hogs fed 
with the possibly contaminated feed 
to the Independent Meat Co. at Twin 
Falls. 

In news releases Thursday, bdth 
Ambrose and Independent said the 
feed used on; the hogs was from a 
different shipment than the feed con- 
taminated with PCB. 

F,DA investigators believe the 
Pierce feed was contaminated after a 
truck backed into an electrical trans- 
former and started a leak in a PCD 
reservoir. PCB, polychlorlnaled 
biphenyls, are used ns _ a coolant in 
— transformcrsr*The — mnnufacturc-of- 
PCB was banned by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency in 197G

Farms, released a statement that said 
the FDA believes the contaminated 
feed was produced and shipped in 
June, while the feed he bought .from

"We haven't pinned down when the 
contamination occurred. " 

Ambrose Farms fed its hogs about 
20,000 pounds of feed from the Pierce

were sold, slaughtered and delivered 
to markets, according to a report in 
the Idaho Statesman. Of the 300, 81 
were sold to the Independent Meat Co. 

The statement from Independent 
Meat said, "The hogs involved are 
only a small portion of the plant's 
production. The company Is making 
an effort to isolate any products 
processed from the hogs." lndepcn-' 
dent markets its meat under the Falls 
Brand label and also sells some to 
other packers. 

The statement from Independent 
also said the FDA informed the 
company that it considers It unlikely 
that contamination has occurred. Ms.

that a neat and complete withdrawal 
of the Soviet force is unlikely, given 
the complexity of the situation.

The White House briefing, which 
provided the most detailed report lo 
date on the difficult and sensitive 
negotiations, came several hours 
before Secretary of Stale Cyrus R. 
Vance met Soviet Ambassador "

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Strike might end up aiding air service 



The strike by Hughes Airwest ground 
workers could eventually be a boon to the 
Magic Valley. 

True, the strike has lasted almost two weeks 
■ and Is affecting local air service and business 
as well as the airline's financial books. 

■For a number of towns In the West, includ- 
ing Twin Falls, Hughes Airwest is the only 
major airline. 

Furthermore, deregulation of the Industry 
earlier this year may have brought some 
lower fares to the nation, but the move also 
dictated cutbacks in that service to small 
communities. This came with the concurrent 
loss of government subsidies. 

Commuter air companies moved in to fill 
the void vacated by the major airlines. But 
travelers" normally accustomed to the luxury 
-of-jet-se'rvice-are-resistant'-to-the-smaller- 
planes of the Commuters. 
, The strike against Airwest has left Twin 
Falls with Gem 'State Airlines as its only 
scheduled carrier. Without the option of jet 
service to and from Twin Falls, passengers 
are begining to experience the little airline, 
which sprung up in Coeur d' Alene, spread over 
the state and has even spilled over Idaho's 
borders. 

Once past the stigma of propeller-driven 
airplanes, these passengers may notice the 
. advantages of smaller crowds, expanded 



schedules and destinations and comparatively 
speedy flight times. 

Bigger is not necessarily better nor more 
economical in a period of scarce, expensive 
fuel. Jets running short distance routes use' 
more fuel than their smaller prop driven 
brethren. 

The difference in safety factors is not 
significant, and neither is the difference in 
comfort many times. ; — 

Twin Falls receives low priority in schedul- 
ing .from Airwest. At the same time, the'big 
' jets tend to skim the cream of the market, 
making it difficult for commuter airlines to 
survive. 

„_Also, scheduling and other problems with 
.Airwest have led to a good share of potential 
^Twin Falls traffic originatingand terminating 
in Pocatello and Boise. 

Since-more travelers are being-forced to-fly- 

Gem State because of the current strike, they 
may come to like it for its advantages. After 
the strike, they may stick with the Idaho 
■ airline. 

If they do, Gem State's advantages could 
multiply and the Magic Valley could benefit. 
Increased business would allow Gem to 
maintain the expanded schedules it has 
created because of the strike. 

A little competition might go a long way 
toward providing Magic Valley residents with 
better air serviceln the prop-jet age to come.

Unfortunately, most people arc not 
■ big enough or heroic enough to snatch 
a radio away from a teen-ager and 
stomp on It.

"I arn73"yearspld and weigh but 102 
pounds, so as much as I would love to 
smash a portable radio and thrash a 
teen-ager,- 1 do not have the strength.

Edward Kennedy began 
sounding like a candidate, President 
Carter's support In the normally loyal 
Democratic National Committee luis 
eroded bndfy, a nationwide UP1 sur- 
vey showed Thursday.

50 states revealed that a growing 
number of party leaders who backed 
Carter for the past 2 k : years now art 
neutral. Support for Kennedy was not 
. overwhelming, though many of those 
surveyed — even some hacking 
Carter.— said the senator would be 
the stronger candidate. ' 

UP1 bureaus across the country 
■interviewed 137 of the DJ>7 DNC 
members and found less than half ~ 
61 — leaned to or supported Carter. 
And within that minority support 
group, some Indicated they were sim- 
ply belnn loyal to the Incumbent 
president — a position they said mie.nl 
change. • 

-The - erosion of... Carter strength 

among party professionals was signif- 
icant since they are the ones who 
control party machinery that will set 
up the primaries and caucuses next 
year. 1 

Some 42 members said they were 
undecided or uncommitted, 1 while :il 
backed or leanvd toward Kennedy. 
Only three members from California 
were supporting Gov. Edr-nd G. 
Brown, who also may seek ti«- Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination next 
year. - 

As might be expected, Carter was 
strongest In his native South and 
weakest In the Northeast, particularly 
In Kennedy's home territory of New 
England.

Gold's price has risen about $30 an 
ounce since Monday. A week ago the 
price or gold was S50 lower — about

beginning of September It was just 
rtirtdertaahan-ouneer — 

In Zurich, in an earlier time zone 
-than London, gold opened Thursday 
unchanged at 5370 an ounce and rose 
$11.50 by the close to a record mi. SO 
an ounce. 

In London, gold opened $5 above 
Wednesday's close at' $378.50 ah 
ounce, fell back Ki.25 at the morning 
fixing, then hit a record S3H0 at the 
afternoon fixing and soared in late 
trading to close at $385.50 an ounce. 

In New York gold fell to S37U..™. A 
dealer said the drop reflected the 
"astronomical price swings of the 
past few days." 

New demand for gold came from 
South America after Argentina 
Wednesday removed all foreign 
exchange restrictions. Including those 
on purchases and sales of precious 
metals. 

But the dollar, which has remained 
steady throughout gold's spectacular 
rise, took a beating that pushed it to 
its lowest level this year against

NEW YORK (UPI) - Slocks 
exploded to an 11-month high Thurs.- 
day with their best gain since last 
November as Wall Street went on a 
rampage for oil stocks following re- 
ports of a potential major find in 
Canada. Trading was heavy. 

The Dow Jones Industrial average, ■ 
down about 3 points at the outset, 
rallied in the last hour to gain 17.24 
points to 893.69; the biggest gain since 
it climbed 35.34 points on Nov. 1, 19711. 

A 2.30-polnt winner Wednesday, the 
Dow, which contains several oil 
stocks, has reached thc-highest level 
since Unfinished at 897.09 on Oct. 1:1, 
1978. 

Brokers said recent discoveries or 
oil off the Canadian cast coast near 
Newfoundland. triggered the oil-stock 



speculator stampcdcrRcccnt-discov- - 
cries In Canada's Beaufort Sea, on the 
other side of the continent, and in Ihe 
North Sea also played a part. 

The New Stock Exchange index 
climbed 1.09 to G2.85. an 11-month 
high, and the price of a share rose 57 
cents. Advances topped declines, 897 
to 584, among the 1,882 issues crossing 
the New York Stock Exchange tape. 

The - NYSE volume of 45,100,000 
shares, up from 35,:'70,000 traded 
Wednesday, was the heaviest turn- 
over since 47 million shares changed 
hands Aug. 1G. 

Another reason for the rally was 
that money managers-were adjusting 
their portfolios ticfore the end of the 
third quarter. 

Conference Board economist Albert 
Sommers sparked some buying by 
predicting the prime rate would de-

Although the Zimpro proposal is one 
factor, not all council members view 
It in the same light.

Newbouse News Service 
WASHINGTON — Students between 
the~ages"of9"and-13-havc~a;strong 
grasp of the basics of math' computa- 
tion, but falter when asked to apply 
those skills to solving problems they 
mayencounterlnrealllfo. ~~ 

Officials and consultants or the 
National Assessment of Educational 
Progress attributed this disparity be- 
tween skills and application to an 
overemphasis on drill and rote learn- 
ing stemming from the back-to-basics 
movement. 

"During a period when the public 
has placed great emphasis on the 
basics," said assessment director 
Roy II. Forbes, "assrssmc:;: data 
show that mathematics achievement 
has declined, especially in problem 
Solving and understanding of con- 
cept." 

Consultant James W. Wilson, head 
of the Mathematics Education De- 
partment of the University of 
Georgia, added, "People seem to 
think by emphasizing knowledge and 
skills, they have done enough.

to solve problems, and that Is not 
necessarily thecase." 

The overall achievement on all 
math ujsessmcnt Items given to 71,000 
students showed that u-year-olds 
scored 37- percent correct, 13-ycars- 
olds 51 percent and 17-year-olds 48 
percent. 

In the area u: ic skills — adding, 
subtracting, multiplying and dividing 
9-year-olds scored 26 percent, while 
thelrscores on application were 32 
percent — an Improvement' loo small . 
to be considered significant. 

But for the 13-year-olds, the score 
on basic skills was 49 percent, com- 
pared to a score of 38 percent on 
application. For 17-year-olds, the 
score on skills was 50 percent, while 
for application It was 29 percent. 

As an example of ihe type of 
practical problem that confused stu- 
dents, 17-year-olds were asked to 
determine the rate by kilowatt hour 
on an electric bill. The bill read as 
follows:

"It should be emphasized that the 
ability to analyze a problem situation 
Is equally as Important as the correct 
sot'iMon," the assessment report said. 
"Teaching of problem solving should 
receive more emphasis In the schools. 

"It appears that many teachers feel 
pressure to drill for mastery of skills 
and not to teach problem solving. 
Additional drill on an expanded 
number of topics should not be en- 
couraged." 

The growing use of achievement 
and competency testing to measure 
student progress may also have had 
some adverse effects the report sold.

'Lee, wearing a Jackson Browne tec 
shirt and blue Jeans, joined Sltbcr and 
Steve Nagler, Executive Director of 
the New-Jcscy divisional a morning 
news conference to discuss the 
"extraordinary free .-ech ramifica- 
tions" of Kuhn's actli n, according to 
- Nagler. „ 

"This Is an importautjssuc In a 
fairly novel area," said Sllber.- "This, 
is a. player speaking out on what has 
been a major political issue in the 
United States — the decriminalization 
of marijuana.. We have comments on 
It and a player being fined as a result. 
It's a~ clear violation of the First 
Amendment."

Commissioner Lawrence F. • O'Brien's latest 
statement — one dayafter his compensation award. ■ 
to Seattle was voided by Judge Robert L. Carter. 
There ajjrawo separate compensation eases which 
- have, become Intertwined lollowing Carter's de- 
cision to overturn O'Brien's verdict In the Webster 
case. 

Portland and San Diego both agreed Thursday to 
postpone the final decision In Ihe Bill Walton 
compensation case until the end of Friday's- 
business day. 

"We made the request-so we could explore some 
of the options and Portland agreed. Clippers 
spokesman^Haj^Childs'said. He would not discuss_ 
what options the Clippers were exploring. 

The compensation deal for Walton's signing with 
-the Clippers was announced Tuesday by O'Brien. 
He said both Kermil Washington and Kevin Kun- 
ner^t would go to.Portland and San Diego would 
have the option of either sending Smith or $:)50,ooo 
and a first-round draft choice to theTrail Blazers. 

The commissioner had given the Clippers until 2 
p.m. PDT Thursday to makea decision in the Smith 
matter but, because both teams agreed .to a ' 
postponement, Ihedendllncwasextcnded. 

O'Brien, however, had another compensation 
controversy on his hands and he Issued a statement 
Thursday to try and clarify the league's stance' 
toward She) ton and Johnson in the Webster case, 

O'Brien announced the league has "appealed

Let's say you own a professional basketball team and 
there Is a big guy Jjnocklng onyour door looking for a job. 
You're a fried chicken magnate and don't know anything 
about this skeleton with red hair. So you look him up In the 
NBA Guide. You study the numbers. 
You find out the big guy bas been in the league for five 
-years-He-has played 202 gomes: For some reason; lliert,- 
he has missed 208 of his team's gambs. 

To'hlre this guy, you have to pay off his old bosses -by 
giving up some of your players and tall piles of cash and 
-maybe some draft choices. So you study the NBA Guide 
more closely. 

The big guy has averaged 17 points a game. Not had, hut 
nothing special there. Forty guys might average 17 a 
game. Including guys who get coaches fired. 

The blgredhead knocking on your door gets i:t rebounds . 
a game. That's good, right up there with Wcs Unscld, But 
of those 13 rebounds, only two come on the offensive 
board. Is this guy on the offense? 

In his five NBA seasons, the big guy has played In only 
one NBA All-Star gome. 

His team, In those five seasons, Is an average of nine 
games over .500. It made the playoffs three times In five . 
years, once winning the NBA championship. He gets 2 1-2" 
assists a game, shoots 51 percent from the free throw line...

In addition, the suit said that ASU officials relused 
to consent lo Rulledge's transfer In Ibe Nevada 
school, thereby making him ineligible Tor scholarship 
aid this year and that Kush and Maskill violated 
Rutledge's civil rights. 

The suit asked for a restraining order prohibiting 
Kush and Miller from intimidating material wit- 
nesses or making "false and inflammatory state- 
ments regarding the plaintiff." 

Robert O. Hing. Rutledge's attorney, said he filed 
the suit In'Tucson because he felt the atmosphere 
"would be a lot calmer and more objective, and al 
least not charged with the 'high emotions thai 
apparently have surfaced.m Phoenix."
